The east wing of/the Commissary Depart- 
ment at Jefferson Barracks was destroyed by 
Are last night, the floor of the main beiiding 
also suffering serious damage, The 
total loss to the bullding and 
the supplies is estimated by Col. Sumner 
at between $6,000 and $10,000.

NEED LARGER REVENUE, 


Smoke Abatement Association 
May Reise the Dues. 


At the annual meeting of the Citizens’ 
Smoke Abatement Association, to de held at 
the Mercantile Club to-morrow night, a new 
Secretary is to be elected to succeed Mark k. 
Chartrand, and an effort will be made to ad- 
vance the membership dues, so as to yield 
sufficient revenue to pay expenses. 
Mr. Chartrand understood when 
he canvassed for the funds to 
give the association a start that the secre- 
taryship would have a good salary attached; 
but when, on further consideration, they 
named $50 a month as the salary, Mr. 
Chartrand advised the board to appoint an 
Assistant Secretary for tbe $50 a month, 
and Mr. James Cox, Secretary of the 
Autumnal Festivities Association, was 
named for the place. It is mow prob- 
able that the association will elect 
Mr. Cox Secretary. The attempt will be 
made to advauce the annuni membership 
dues from $1 to $2 or $2.60 percapita, in or- 
der toreplenish an almost empty treasury. 
Since its organization the association has 
incurred expenditures not originally con- 
templated, including the employment of an

The delegates of the Brotherhood of Rau- 
way Trainmen and Order of Railway Con- 


ductors of the Wabash system met Gen.- 
Supt. H. I. Magee to-day to discuss the 
schedule of reduction which goes into 
effect May 1. The reduction of 10 per cent in 
the wages of the conductors and brakemen ts 
considered a serious calamity, as the repre- 

sentatives of these orders argue that the en- 
gineers and firemen received more pay and 
could agree to any Kind of a settiement with 
the Wabash officials, but to them a reduc.

The bill authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury, with the approval of the President 
to receive in exchange for and in ultimate 
discharge of the present claims of the United 
States agaiast the Union Pacific Rall- 
way Co. and the liens of the 
United States upon the raflroad 
properties of said company, the bonds of 
said Union Pacific Rallway Co., toan amount 
equal to the aggregate of the indebtedness of 
said company to the United States, 
as of the frst day of July, 188, 
tor the principal and interest of the 
bonds of the United States, issued in aidjof 
the construction of the Union Pacific and the 
Kansas Pacific railroads, which bonds, said 
to be received by the United States, s0 
dear interest at the rate ot 2 per cent per 
annum, and shall be secured by mortgage as 
hereinafter set forth. Sueh aggregate 
amount shall be computed and ascertained 
as follows: 

1. To the total amount of the prin- 
cipal of said bonds of the United States shall 
be added the interest which shall then have 
been paid, and the interest thenand there- 
after payable by the United States thereon 
until the respective dates of the maturity of 
said bonds as f no payment had been made 
or credit given thereon. 

2. From the aggregate amount so ascer- 
tained shall de deducted any and all pay- 
ments or credits upon the said indebtedness 
to the United States, as shall appear in the 
bond and interest accounts of said com- 
pantes respectively with the United States as 
of July 1, 1894. 

& The present worth of the balance found 
shall be computedas of July 1, 1894, dy dis- 
counting the said Dalance at 2 per cent per 
annum for the period Detween said last men- 
tioned date and the average date of maturity 
of said bonds ot the United States. 

The amount so computed and ascertained 
shall be deemed to be the amount dus to the 
United Stateson July 1, 1894, and the bonds 
of said company shall be received by the 
United States as herein provided at par for 
said amount. 

The bonds to be received by the United 
States are to run 100 years to mature July 1, 
1994, ana to draw 2 per cent per annum 
interest. The bonds shall be secured by a 
mortgage covering all the property, real, 
personal and mixed, of the railway 
company. Under the term of this 
mortgage, the Union Pacific, beginning 
with the year 1905, shall pay annually into the 
Treasury Sinking Fund $1,650,000, default for 
six months to be cauge for foreclesure. The 


funds and securities now in the hands of the 
Treasury, Union Pacific fund, shall be held 
as further security forthe new bonds to be 
issued.’’ 

The Attorney Generalis given authority to 
co operate with the Union PacifiC Reorgani- 
zation Committee now at work. The plan 
this committee shall agree upon, it 18 
provided, shall limit the annual fixed 
charges of the company to _ $8,500,000. 
Bonds for extension and development of the 
reorganized system, however, may be issued 
hereafter Dy consent of two-thirds of the 
board of reorganization, the bonds to be 
subject to the general mortgage bonds. 

Power is given the company to issue pre- 
ferred and common stock to an amount to be 
fixed by a majority of the stockholders. The 
existing first mortgage bonds now prior 
and superior to the Government’s lien, 
the company is given power to provide 
for by issuingat or before maturity other 
bonds to run not exceeding seventy-five 
years, andto hear not exceeding 6 per cent 
annual interest, the lien to be the same as 
that of the present bonds. An annual sink- 
ing fund of $45,000 is provided for the redemp- 
sion of these bonds. 

The Board of Directors isto consist of five 
government directors and fifteen other di- 
rectors, seven of whom may be chosen by 
preferred stockholders and eight by common 
stock holders. Provision is made for the 
courts, ascertaining and providing for debts 
of the company and for other incidents of the 
foreclosure.

SCHIELLER’S TRIAL. 


The Murder Case Likely to Last Several 
Days More. 


The trial of Henry Schielleron a charge of 
killing August Kanker in South St. Louls last 
March a year ago, is still in progress in the 
Criminal Court, Among the witnesses ex- 
amined to-day, was Detective John Bam- 
brick, whotestifed to Kanker’s identifica- 
tion of Schieller as the man who cut him.

STATES TROOPS. 


Surrounded {While They Slept fin Their 
Stolen Train—Surrendered Without « 
Strugglie—Kelly Continues His March

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 2, — Gen. 
Frye’s Army of the Commonweal ar- 
rived dere this afteraoon on a 
freight train which they seized at 
Frau. The army numbers 275 men. They 
were met at the Vandalia yards by a com- 
mittee of the Gen. Aubrey contingent in

‘MEAN TO RIDE. 


The Northwestern Commonwealers Plan- 
ning to Seize Trains. 

T A, Wash., April 26.—The Northwest- 
ern Industrial Army of the Upper Pacific 
Goast is gathering to-day at points along the 
Spurs of the Northern Pacific Railway, and 
N isknown that it is the intention of the 
leaders to emulate Gen. Hogan and seizea 
train to carry them on to Washington. 

Fifty deputy marshals were sworn in yes- 
térday in compliance with orders from the 
Circuit Court.

HOGAN’S MEN CAP1URED. 


United States Troops fEurprise the Sleep- 
ing Commonwealers This Morning. 

Sr. Far, Minn., April 26.—Gen. Hogan’s 
Commonwealers who stole the Northern Pa- 
cific train, are prisoners of war.“ They 
were captured by Col. Page at the head of a 
detachment of troops from Fort Keogh just 
after midnight this morning, without firing 
ashot. The capture was made at Forsythe. 


The Hogan Division of Commonwealers is 
com posed chiefly of miners and railroad men 
out of work. In the latter element are re- 
men, engineersand brakemen who under- 
stand the handling of trains. About 500 
strong they left Butte. Mont., on the 24th. 
Ihey broke into the Northern Pacific round- 
house, took possession of an engine which 
they hitched on to a freight train lying tn the 
yards, and loading the army aboard started 
East. The start was made at midnight. 
They stopped at Bozeman for breakfast W eda- 
nesday morning. Leavingthat point, their 
train flew eastward at from forty to fifty-five 
miles an hour. Upon the outside of the box 
car was palled a large banner on which was 
roughly painted the words, Montana Com- 
mune.’’ ; 

The train was stopped suddenly at Timber- 
line, tourteen miles west of Livingston, 
Mont., by a cave-in in the Timberline tunnel. 
But the Commonwealers cleared away the 
obstructien and the train proceeded on its 
way. 

In the meantime the authorities were 
aroused anda force of about seventy-five 
Deputy United States Marshals from Butte 
were following the Commonwealers on a 
special train. 

They overtook the stolentrain at Billings 
yesterday atnoon. Hogan and his men were 
commanded to surrender, and refusing were 
fired upon by the deputies, who were armed 
with Winchesters. 

The Commonwealers swarmed out of the 
cars and rushing on the oMcers captured and 
disarmed them. They took the weapons of 
the deputies, butturned the officers loose. 
The mob then proceeded tochange engines 
and continued their eastward journey. 

In the meantime,Col. Swaine, command- 
ing the United States Armyin the Depart- 
ment of Dakota, acting under orders re- 
celved from Maj.-Gen. Schofield, Command. 
er-in-Chief of the United states Army, or- 
dered Col. Page, Commander at Fort Keogh, 
to intercept the train and arrest the mob, if 
necessary, pursuing them for the purpose of 
making the arrest. The train bearing the 
mob left Billings, east-bound, at Ip. m., 
running slowly. Fort Keogh is on the rall- 
way line, and Col. Page, with a detachment 
of troops, boardeaa special train and start- 
ed West to meet the Commonwealers. 

The stolen train reached Forsythe about 11 
o’clock last night, and the army prepared to 
pass the nightthere. Itsranks had swelled 
do about 70 men. Shortly after midnight the 
special train bearing Col. Page and his com- 
mand ran into Forsythe. The Commonweal- 
ers were nearly all asleep in the cars, and 
were taken completely by surprise. The 
camp was surrounded and the leaders placed 
under arrest. 

The Ur from Billings giving 
anaccoum of the fight with the Deputy 
Marshals stated that two men were killed 
and several wounded. Later reports say 
that no one was killed and only two or three 
slightly hurt in the skirmish. 

Col, Swayne, commanding the military 
department of Dakota, under whose direc- 
tion the arrest and detention of the Coxey- 
ites was consummated, said to-day that he 
had received no detailed report of the capture 
from Col. Page, commanding at Fort Keogh, 
but that the report was expected at any 
time. Col. Swayne continued: Last night I 
was in constant communication over the 
wires with Col. Page and talked with 
him direct. I was considerably sur- 
prised at the readiness with which 
communication was kept up. He was obliged 
to proceed slowiy and cautiously, as two 
trains on the sametrack going in opposite 
Girections makes progress slow. Late last 
night be proceeded from Horton to Hathaway 
and then to Rosebud, and learningthat the 
band was delayed at Forsyth, he continued 
through tothat point and found Hogan and 
his men, who surrendered to htm, The cap- 
tured men are now Col. Page's prisoners, and 
I have given orders that they shall be turned 
overto the United States Marsnal of Mon- 
tana so soon as that official is ready to re- 
ceive them. 

Had Hogan’s band gotten past Fort Keogh 
before Col. Page received his orders to arrest 
them he would not have interfered. Col. 
Swayne had prepared for a retrogade move- 
ment on the part of the Coxeyites by order- 
ing that four troops of the i0th 4 avalry 
from Fort Custer, under Co!. Perry, goto 
Custer Station on the railroad tine, and had 
the men retreated they would have been 
captured there. It so happened that the 
band could not leave Forsythe, owing to 
thelr engine's condition, and Col. Page kept 
on and received their surrender. 


WHAT GHALL BE DONE WITH THEM? 
WASHIKGTON, D. C., April 286. —Advices

THE IRON BRIGADE. 


A Movement on Washingtod by Members 
of the Molders’ Unions. 
CricaGco, III., April 26.—The ‘*‘marching 
on’’ feveris abroad in Chicago, and three 
armies of industrials are being mobilized 
here. The indications are that by Saturday 
15,000 men will be enlisted under the white 
flag. The American Federation of Labor and 
the Chicago labor unions joined the move- 


ment, 

The ‘‘armies’’ are the Iron Brigade, made 
madeup exclusively of fron molders from 
Northern IIlingis; the Onion, composed of 
men of all trades, and the Populists, com- 
posed of the original Coxey and Kelly sym- 
pathizers. Anxiety is felt in ratiroad circles, 
and the city authorities are dumfounded at 
the turn affairs have taken. 

The Iron Brigade 1s the most formidable of 
the three divisions, and it expects to leave 
to-day. It is under command of ‘‘Gen.’’

fmooth Qualities Possessed by Some of 
the Mos: Successful. 

It is remarkable when one compares the

yesterday's Post-Disrpatce, Rev. Dominick 
O'Grady, a Roman Oatholic priest, shot and 
xilled Mary Gilmartin, his former mistress, 
and after arrest attempted to take his own 
life by poison. He was foiled in this by 
medical science, and will live to atone for 
his deed. 

Some additional facts have been gleaned. 
The murder of Mary Gilmartin by this priest 
reveals a story of love and sin such as is in- 


deed rare. It reminds one of Hugo’stale of 
old Dom Claude Fiollo, whose love for 
Esmeralda wrought him, a saint, into a 
demon. 

Dominick O’Grady was born inthe village 
of Stone Park, Ireland, in the county of 
Sligo, thirty-three years ago. He came of a 
priestly amily, three brothers beside 
himself taking orders, and one sister, too, 
became a Sister of Mercy. Dominick grew 


up an irritable man, and one for whom the 


religious life of a priest had little charm. 

Some years ago Fr. O’Grady was putin 
charge of the curacy of Mullnabreena, and in 
the Parish of Acbrony, inthis samecuracy, 
there lived Mary Gilmartin, the prettiest of 
all the Irish lassies in the County of Sligo. 
She had just graduated from the Ursuline 
Convent when Fr. O’Grady came to Mulina- 
breena, and she could sing so that all who 
heard her fell beneath her charm. 

And so it was with the reverend father. 
He loved her, and with the evil passion that 
must always be a priest's, Tothe sorrow of 
them both, she returnedit. But she could 
not live there, fur the tongue of scandal was 
already whispering; so last October she 
started to America. O'Grady came with her 
as far as Liverpool, and then turned back, 
but only left her with the promise that he 
would join her later in this country. 

Six weeks later he kept his word. They 
met in S ringfield, Mass., and traveled to- 
gether as man and wife. Some months ago 
they went to Chicago where the giri’s 
brother, Rev. M. 8. Gilmartin, is a priest. 
He told his sister to go back to Ireland, but, 
instead, she wentto Cincinnatiand secured 
employment. O’Grady went back to Ireland 
and found that the church had taken away 
his position on account of his wrong doling. 
He worked hard for reinstatement but to no 
avall. Then he decided to come to America 
and get from the girlhe had ruined a denial 
of their crime. 

He met her Saturday and begged for a let- 
ter to this effect, and sho refused him. He 
was the tather of ber unborn babe and she 
would not stand the sin alone, she told him. 
The priest kept after her until yesterday 
— 2 The girl was on her way to work 
and he followed her to make one last ap- 
peal. 

As he came up to her he caught her by the 
shoulder and turned her around to face him. 
Again he asked her for the letter and again 
she denied it to him. She tried to break 
from his grasp, but he, in terrible anger, 
grasped her by the hair and drawing his re- 
volver, put it to her temple and fired, 

She felland, standing over her, her priestly 
lover fired four more shots at the motionless 
body. Then he spurned it with bis foot and 
turning, fed. He was caught and taken to 
the police station, where he gave the name 
of George Keed. Later he confessed to his 
identity. 

When searched a vottle of poison was found 
in his pocket. He grabbed it trom the po- 
liceman and poured its contents down his 
throat. He became unconscious and was 
sent immediately tothe hospital, where the 
stomach pump was resorted to and his life 
saved. 

lhe charge of murder has been preferred 
against him. 


HER BROTHER AT CHICAGO. 

M. S. Gilmar- 
tin, brother of Mary Gilmartin, who was 
Killed in Cincinnati! yesterday, is one of the 
priests in charge of the Holy Angels’ Roman

left for Cincinnati on the first train out of 
town alter receiving news of his sister’s 
death. He first received a message, to break 
the news, to the effect that his sister had 
Gilead suddenly. and later on another tele- 
gram stating that she had been killed by an 
insane man. He was almost prostrated by 
the shocking news, as the sister was a favor- 
ite with her brothers and well beloved by 
them all. 

It is delleved by her friends here that 
O’ Grady is nothing more or less than a mad 


man.

AN UNPARALLELED OUTRAGE. 

The arrest of the three little boys at the 
instance of Principal Goodlett of Lincoln 
School was an outrage without parallel in 
the history of the St. Louis public schools. 
They were arrested without a warrant by an 
incompetent policeman atthe suggestion 
of an incompetent principal and wantonly 
disgraced by being carried away in the 
‘*hoodlum wagon’’ to the Four Courts 
and there locked up in the hold-over along 
with hardened criminals and vicious char- 
acters for an offense which the school rules 
punish with suspension or expulsion. 

Principal Goodlett offers as an excuse for 
his offense that he did not want to turn 
the boys out into the street by suspending 
them. It is not well for little ones 
to run about the streets, but these 
children had parents who were 
very willing to relieve the principal 
of all responsibility on that score. As an 
alternative to suspension this thick-witted 
principal could think of nothing but a 
public humiliation and an intro- 
duction to the criminal classes through 
the medium of the hoodlum wagon 
and the holdover. The rules of the schools 
provide for the punishment of mischievous 
boys who play such pranks, and in de- 
parting from the rule and setting up 
his own cloudy judgment in the case, 
the principal was not only guilty of 
insubordination himself, but committed 
an act of inbumanity which ought to dis- 
qualify him as a teacher. It is not safe to 
entrust little children to the guidance and 
instruction of such a man. 

Boys who do not belong to a school, who 
are not amenable to its discipline or under 
the protection and control of its principal, 
may be arrested, jailed and sent to the po- 
lice courts for disturbing the school, 
breaking its windows or willfully 
damaging school property. There 
is no other way of i proceeding 
against them when parents neglect to con- 
trolthem, But the principal who refuses 
to enforce the rules of his school and needs 
a policeman, a hoodlum wagon and jail to 
enable him to control the boys of his own 
school has mistaken his calling. 
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COMPLEMENTS OF EACH OTHER, 


When the coal miners’ strike began the 

other day President McBride of the union 
was asked to permit certain small mines to 
be worked which did not reach the gen- 
eral market, but supplied a small local 
trade. He refused, saying: ‘*No 
coal will be permitted to be mined 
for any purpose during the strike 
It would simply supply a demand 
to some degree, and to that extent operate 
against the miners in their strike.

price for labor. 

The condemnation of one of these is the 
condemnation of the other. “Phe monopoly 
of the coal lands of Pennsylvania is 
against public policy and can work only 
harm to the people and the industry of the 
country.

The publication in last evening's Post- 

DISPATCH Of the arrest and imprisonment of 


three Lincoln School boys at the instance of 
Principal 
much comment and criticism, 


William ©, Goodlett provoked 


indignant at the thought that the head of a 
public school should substitute the strong 
arm of the State for his own 
official influence and power, 
three boys, Robert Grierson, Willie 
Burns and Leo Byrne, were taken from their 
clags-rooms Tuesday afternoon, put in the 
**noodlum’’ wagon, driven to the Four 
Courts and locked up ina cell for two hours. 
The reason for this was the alleged confes- 
sion of Willie Burns and Leo Byrne that each 
of them had broken a 60-cent window in the 
school building last Saturday and the alleged 
admission of Robert Grierson that he de- 
stroyed a wire screen onthe same occasion, 
The arrests were without warrant of law 
because the officer, Hart Kinney, did not 
witness the commission of the offense, and 
therefore ke could not of right arrest 
the boys unless heor a city marshal hada 
summons for the accused issued by the city 
attorney. This prodess is well established, 
but the police often ignore it, and in this in- 
stance Officer Kinney did not hesitate to 
override it with a ‘‘hoodlum’’ wagon in or- 


“der to disgrace and humiliate three little 


boys. 

Parents who discussed the case devoted 
their attention singly and solely to the pub- 
lic arrest of the boys, their ridein the open 
prison wagon through the streetsand their 
confinement in a cell fortwo hours on a0 
charge whatever. The right of Mr. Good - 
lett to go tothe Police Court, make an in- 
formation agalnst the accused for wilfull de- 
struction of property, obtain a summons 
for them to answer the charge in court 
and have the Instrument served bya city 
marshal was not disputed. If this had been 
done, the boys would be obliged to appear in 
court, but would not be carted tbither in 6 
S If Mr. Goodlett established 

is charge against them, the lads would 
— to.ablae by the judgment of the 
court. 

But not only was the law of the State vio- 
lated in the arrest of the boys; the rules 
framed by the School Board for the guidance 
of the principal in such cases were likewise 
ignored, 

One of these rules is that ff a boy destroy 
any ofthe school property, his parents or 
guardians will be obligedto make good the 
loss or the guilty scholar will be suspe 
No mention is made of the privilege of the 
principal to summon the patrol wagon, while 
the boy is conning his lesson in 
the class-room and catch him Ike 
a rat in a trap for the tealous patrolmen, 
ever ready to make a case. 

BROCKMAN DEFENDS HIN. 

Mr. Goodlett has an ardent admirer in Mr.

THE MEN WILL NOT ACCEPT HILL'S 


PROFFERED ARBITRATION. 


Mr. Hill Growing Tired of Waiting for 
a Movement Towards a Settlement, 
and Intimates He Will Employ Non- 
Union Men— Militia in Minnesota. 
Ordered Under Arms. 


Str. Par, Minn., April 26.—The dutiook in 
Great Northern affairs this morning was that 
the men would not go into conference with 
President Hi again, or if they did it would 
be simply long enough to tell bim that they 
would under no circumstances accept his 
proposition for arbitration and to go to 
work pending a settlement. The conference 
was set for noon to-day, but the temper of 
the committee from the A. R. U. was de- 
cidedly against holding it again. 

In the event of their not again conferring 
they would probably send a note to Mr. Hill 
notifying him that they don’t propose to tie 
up the road over its entire length. 

Mr. Hill to-day said that he hai waited 
long enough for the men, that the people 
along the line of the road were suffering and 
demanded service and he proposed to give it 
tothem. When asked ifhe had men to fill 
the strikers’ places he sald: 

„„ have men enough to man the road— 
that is, if the men are telling me the truth.“ 

He has said all along that bis employes had 
told him that they could run the road if they 
were assured of protection, and he now an- 
nounces that he will start the road and will 
call on the authorities for protection. The 
men were in conference among themselves 
to-day aud proposed to decide whether to 
continue their conference with Mr. Hill or 
Dot. 

The militia thrdughout the State were or- 
gered to hold themselves in readiness for 
serviceand it had been supposed that they 
were so ordered, because of the trouble with 
the Coxeyites on the Northern Pacific, but it 
was later thought that they were to be held 
in readiness in case of troubleon the Great 
Northern.

WINN 18 DEAD. 


The Bullet Wound Inflicted by His Wife 
Preves Fatal. 


William Winn, a negro, 25 years old, died 
atthe City Hospital this morning about 10 
o’clock from the effects ofa bullet wound in 
the head.

BRUTALLY BUTCHERED. | | TRUE ASIATIC CHOLERA. | 


Experts Say the Epidemic at Lisbon Is 
Not Cholerine. 


MADRID, April 26.—The Special Sanitary In- 
Spector, sent to Lisbon by the Spanish Gov. 
ernment in order to inquire into the epidemic 
(classed as cholerine) which has prevailed 
there for some time past, after a long inves- 
tigation and consultation with the eminent 
specialist, Prof. Sousa, declares that the out- 
break is one of true Asiatic cholera. 

The Sanitary inspector in his report also 
traces the source of the epidemic, saying 
that it was imported to Lisbon from the Cape 
de Verd islands. 

Contrary to the statement issued by the 
Portuguese Government and published yes- 
terday, there were 225 fresh cases of the dis- 
ease reported during the twenty-four hours 
ending last evening.

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A CLEVER ILLUSION 


Which Made People Sick in a Stationary 
Swing. 
From the New York Mall and Express. 

An ingenious Frenchman bas arranged a 
clever Optical illusion, which while it is in- 
tended to be used for pecuniary profit, and 
not for scientific advancement, is a most con. 
vincing proof of the visible effect of imagina- 
tion on the physical functions of the body. 


In a tall one-storied building is arranged a 
wooden swing, similarto those used on pic- 
nic grounds. The interior walls of the build 
ing are apparently painted to represent a 
woodland scene. Persons are invited to take 
a ride, and when one or two get into the 
wooden Dox seat they are strapped in se- 
curely by an attendant and warned to hold 
on tight.“ 

Then they go, slowly at first, but in a min- 
ute or two so fast and so high: that they are 
in imminent danger of turning completely 
over. A Manin the swing usually turns pale 
and grips harder. A woman-+screams, and 
when the machine slows down 
she gets out feeling very faint. 
This disappears when the attend- 
ant shows that the swing is stationary and 
hasn't moved an inch. The painted walls are 
not walis at all, but canvas, so adjusted as to 
move and give the peoplein the swing the 
impression that they are human pendulums 
going ata reckless rate. The impression in 
the mind is precisely the same as though the 
swinging actually took place.

There is no class of businoss men who live 
80 — | and confidently on the basis of 
personal integrity as sporting men, so-called, 
whoare absolutely outside the pale of good 
society and commercial responsibility. 

Gene Case, the gambler, who died of par- 
alysis the other day, wasa rare example of 
this class. No man knee him who did not 
absolutely accept his word of honor. No 
man ever saw him without moneyor the 
means of getting it, and his wardrobe was 
always immaculate. Bad as the business of 
these men is, and impossible to condone, 
they show atleast in a remarkable degree 
the unparalleled value of personal honesty. 
**What that man says goes, is perhaps as 
high a compliment as can be paid any man 
whatever the direction of his energies. 


A Famous Gallows.

In accordance with an edict enacted by the 
last General Assembly, the famous New 
Haven gallows has just been put out of ser- 


vice as an official instrument of punishment. 
Itis probably the most perfect machine of 
the kind In the country—maybe in the world.

GERMANY CANKNOT WITHDRAW.

THE BRITISH PROTECTORATE, 
Lorpor, April 26.—The movement looking 
toa British protectorate over the Samoan 
Islands is no longer disguis6éd; but is going 
on in a manner which would seem to indicate 


that Great Britain believes she will be sup- 
ported by Germany iu the matter. Toail 
appearances ‘some secret understanding 
exists between Great Britan and Germany 
regarding the Samoan Islands and this un- 
derstanding includes the United States, 

A person in high authority here, who was 
questioned regarding tye attitude of England 
and Germany inthe attempt being made by 
New Zealand to assume the administration 
ofthe Samoan Islands, stated to-day that 
the protectorate movement upon the part of 
Great Britain was progressing with the sanc- 
tion of the United states Government, which 
is represented as caring nothing as to who 
manages Samoa, so long as the rights of the 
United States under the Berlin treaty are 
continued. 

Color is given to this assertion by the 
United States Ambassador, the Hon, Thos. 
F. Bayard, who in an interview to-day spoke 
in the highest terms of Sir John, Governor ot 
the Fiji Islands and British Commissioner for 
the Western Pacific. Mr. Bayard is quoted 
essaying; ‘‘The presence and counsels ofa 
man of such ability would, in my opinion, 
offera happy solution to the present difi- 
culties.’’ 


EVICTED TENANTS BILL 


Will Go Into Effect in the November 
After Passage—Chief Provisions. 


Lonpon, April 26.—The text of the evicted 
tenants bill, which was introduced in the 
House of Commons on Thursday last by Sir 
William Harcourt, is published. The bili 
provides that where a tenant holding in Ire- 
land has been terminated since May, 1879, 
the former tenant may, within a 
year after the beginning of the 
present act, petition the Board of Arbitra- 
tion for reinstatement. The board may make 
a conditional order of reinstatement, and 
unless the landlord, within the prescribed 
time, shows cause mgainst the order, the 
Board of ArbitratiOn may make the order 
absolute. 

If the landlord shows cause why the Board 
of Arbitration should hear the parties, and 
after considering whether the conduct of 
either the landlord or the tenant Is unrea- 
sonable or whether the one has unreason- 
ably refused any proposal made by the other, 
the board may dismiss the petition or make 
the order absolute and order the Sheriff to 
put the petitioner tn possession. 

The rentofthe holding is to bethe former 
subject to a fair rent, being fixed in pur- 
suance to the land law of 1881, and the 
holders have the same right as other holders 
of present tenancies to have a fair rent fixed.

Relation of the Propesed Measure to the 
Hawaliian Islands. 


WaSHINGTON, April 26.—Following is an 
abstract of a portion of the speech of Senator 
Higgins of Delaware on the tariff bill to-day: 

Senator Higgins began his speech Dy an 
argument tending to show that the passage 
of the bill would seriously endanger the in- 
terests of the United States in connection 
with its right to the exclusive occupa- 
tion of Pearl River harbor in the 


Hawallan Islands. He proceeded to discuss 
at some length the subject of the annexation 
of the islands by the United States, remark- 
ing that he had thought seriously of offering 
a resolution requesting the resident to send 
back to the Senate for consideration and rati- 
fication the treaty of annexation negotiated 
by President Harrison. No foreign Govern- 
ment had presented any protest against this 
treaty, but the President had seen “fit to 
withdraw it arbitrarily. Speaking of the 
President’s message withdrawing the 
treaty, Senator Higgins sald: 

**So far as we can judge from his message 
the President withdrew the treaty of an- 
nexation without ever even considering the 
problem of annexation of the islands. The 
President rejected the treaty because he 
claims it had been obtained wrongly. In his 
opinion the Queen enjoyed notonly the legiti- 
mate sovereignty, but the moral right and 
physical force of the people of the islands 
entitling ber to rule. In all pis facts and all 
his conclusions, after careful perusal of the 
testimony, I believe the President is wrong, 
but clothed as he is as the Chief Executive of 
this nation with the enormous power over 
this questicn, he seems to have taken his 
course on these narrow grounds. 

Referring to the heroic record made by the 
Provisionak Government Senator Higgins 
closed by saying: 

Nov at last, When called upon to defend 
the civilization they had created from the 
barbarism that sought to draw it back into 
ite embrace, when they had triumphed over 
the internal forces whieh they had been 
compelled to overthrow, they suddenly found 
themseives assailed by the overwhelming 
power ofthe United States itself. But the 
race is not always to the swift, nor the battle 
to the strong. Againthe moral forces were 
in the ascendant. Again they asserte d 
themselves, and never in human experience 
will more moral grandeur be witnessed than 
when the President of the mightiest republic 
on earth finds himself unhorsed by the Pres!- 
dent of the feeblest. 

„„All honor to Sanford B. Dole. Called in 
an unlooked for exigency and without seek- 
ing the place toa task of singular dificuity, 
if not danger, he has discharged his duty 
with a signal ability and in a manner that 
can receive no higher encomium than to say 
that itis worthy of the New England mis- 
sionaries of that New England theocracy 
from which he sprung and to whom these 
Islands owed their civilization.’’

MRS. MULFORD WON. 


Judge Woerner Makes Her Administra- 
trix of the Deceased Broker’s Estate. 


As was stated in last evening’s 6 o’clock 
edition of the Post-DisPpatcH, Judge Woer-

Court Judges Adopt It for the New 
Justioes’ Districts. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon thefive 
judges of the Circuit Court, the judge of the 
Probate Court and the judges of the Criminal 
Court and the Court of Criminal Correction 
moet lu tùe consultation- room at the Court- 
house to finish the redistricting of the city 


for justices of the peace and constables. 

The plan adopted is one of the so-called 
ribbon plans, butis a compromise between 
several ofthe pet plans of the Democratic 
judges and is practically the one adopted at. 
the temocratic caucus held in Judge 
W oerner’s chambers some dars ago. Judge 
Dillon presided at the conference and Judge 
Withrow was the Republican champion. 
Ward by ward the plan to be adopted was 
discussed and finally,a vote was taken and 
the Democratic plan adopted by a strict 
party vote offivetothree. Judges Woerner, 
Edmunds, Valliant and Claiborne voted aye, 
as did Judge Dillon after thinking a few 
moments. Judges Withrow, Klein and 
Fisher voted noon every proposition. 

The districts as arranged under the new 
plan are: 

First District—Ninth, Eleventh and Thirteenth 
Wards; Republcay majority. 

Second Distriets—Fifth, Seventh and MTwenty- 
third Wards; Republican majority. 

Third District—Third, Twenty-first and Tweaty- 
fifth Wards; Vemocratic majority. 

Fourth District—First, Nineteenth and Twerti- 
eth Wards, minus preeincts 110 and 111; Demo- 
cratic majority. 

Fitth District—Second, Fifteenth, Seventeenth 
and Twenty-second Wards; Democratic majority. 

Sixth District—Fourth, Tenth and Fourteentn 
wards, wee recincts 83. 84. 88 and 86 of the Six- 
teenth Ward; Democratic majority. 

Seventh District—sixth, Twelfthand Eighteenth 
wards, plus —— 9 87 and 88 of the Sixteenth 
Ward; Republican majority. 

Eighth District—Kighth, Twenty-fourth 
Tweuty-sixth wards; Democratic majority. 

Nint District—T wenty-seventh and Twenty- 
eighth wards, plus precinets 110 and 111; Demo- 
cratic majority. 

Under the new law the justices get a salary 
of $2,500 a year and constables $1,800 with two 
deputies each at $900. The jurisdiction of 
justice courts is increased from suits involv- 
ing sums up to $300 to suits involving sums 
up to $500. Each district will have but one 
justice whose office shall be located within 
the district at such a point as the discretion 
of the comptroller may direct, The city 
pays his office rent. There is no differen ce of 
opinion among the judges as tothe bound 
aries, Cut there is a very decided difference

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THE 3 PER CENT LAW. 


How It Operates in Missouri to Wipe 
Out Political Parties. 


The Supreme Court of this State in the 
case of Atkeson vs. Lay decided that nomli- 
nations for office in this State can only be 
made in three ways—namely, by party con- 
vention, by primary party election and dy 
petition of electors, and that candidates 
nominated by electors are not the nominees 
of a political party, but of the individual 
electors, and only as such are entitled to be 
upon the ballot. Tickets named by electors 
may, however, be printed on the Dallot 
headed, ‘‘Electors’ Democratic Ticket,’’ 
**Electors’ Republican Ticket,. ‘*Electors’ 
People’s Party Ticket or ‘*Electors’ Pro- 
hibition Tiexet. Under this decision, ren- 
dered since the last State election, in several 
counties and Congressional districts of the 
State neither the People’s party northe Pro- 
hibition party can have a party ticket this 
year. The People’s party having failed to 
cast three per cent ofthe entire vote can not 
name county tickets in thirty-one counties. 
These are Bollinger, Buchanan,Carter,Clark, 
Cole, Crawford, Dent, Gasconade, Iron, Jef- 
ferson, Shannon, Lincoln, Maries, Marion, 
Monroe, Osage, Pemiscot, Perry, Pettis, Pike, 
Rallis, Scott, Randolph, Ray, Reynolds, St. 
Charles, St. Francois, St. Louls, Wayne, 
Warren and Washington. Also under this 
decision the People’s party cannot have 
Congressional tickets inthe Ninth (Clark’s), 
Tenth (Barthold’s), Eleventh (O’Neill’s), or 
Twelfth (Cobb’s) districts. In a numbDer 
of the Senatorial districts the same condition 
exists. Inthese counties and districts tick- 
ets with the heading, Electoral People’s 
County Ticket’’ and ‘‘Electoral People’s 
Congressional Ticket’’ may be put up in the 
manner provided by law and printed on the 
ballot, Dut separated from the regular party 
tickets. Under the election law, the Pro- 
hibition party is precluded from putting up 
a Prohibition State ticket as such this vear, 
not having polled at the last election the 
necessary per cent vote. The best the Pro- 
hibitionists can do will be to putin the feld 
an ‘*Electoral Prohibition State Ticket, 
after obtaining the necessary number of 
signatures toa petition for that purpose. 

Inder the election law, supported by this 
seemingly arbitrary decision, no new party 
can ever have a ticket in this State. It has 
already wiped out the Prohibition party. The 
People’s party, as a party, in the counties 
and districts above named, is already wiped 
out, and the next election may end the iden- 
tity of it altogether in Missouriasa party, 
leaving only two straight tickets and two 
parties to be yoted for in this State in 1896.

Nature There Is Without Attractions of 
Any Kind Whatever. 

Mr. W. Woodville Rockhill describes in an 
entertaining style, in the Century for April, 
his attempt to cross Tibet. His picture ofa 
portion of the country he traversed is not al- 


luring. 

Life in the Central Asian deserts is rough, 
indeed, he says. Nature is without attrac- 
tions ofany Kind; it is bleak and repelling; 
never a tree is seen and scarcely a flower, ex- 
cept fora month or two in the year. Prob- 
aoly the Arctic regions alone offer a more 
meager fiora. One sees only coarse grass or 
bare, gravel-strewn ground of a readish 
tinge. In the most favored valleys and near 
some brackish lakeletare occasionally seen 
bunches of long, black-halred yaks, ante- 
lopes or wild asses. 

A stray hare or wolf runs across the trall; 
a sheldrake or eagle files slowly off at one’s 
approach. Were it not for the wild yaks, 
travel across this great plateau would be im- 
2 for dry yak-dung is the only fuel to 

found. Should a murrain destroy the yaks, 
as recently it destroyed the lyre-horned ante- 
lope, traveling, except along too frequented 
trallg,would become unfeasibie. Violent winds 
sweep the country dally, carrying with them 
Gense clouds of alkaline dust, which parch 
and crack the skin and Diindtheeyes. When 
it is not blowing itis snowing, Nailing or rain- 
ing. Bogs, marshes and saudy wastes, cut 
at short distances by low ranges of moun. 
talns rarely rising above the line of perpetual 
snow (though, be it remembered, the lowest 
are ata greater elevation above the sea than 
the summit of ont Blanc), are the charac- 
teristics of the bleak country which we had 
to cross before the inhabited regions of Tibet 
could be reached. 


HELD THE RECORD. 


Pennsylvania Man Who Was the 
Father of Forty-one Children. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

The death recently ef Hiram Heffner re- 
calls the fact that he was one of forty-one 
children. His father, John Heffner, died in 
the fall of 1885, at Reading, at the age of 6%. 
Had death in an accidental form not cut him 


of itis probable that the number of his 
progeny would have been considerably in- 
creased. At the time he was called unto his 
fathers he was the father of forty-one 
children, anda step child also called him 
father. Heffner was one of RKeading’s 
characters and was in the full vigor of health 
when he was killed. 

It is doubtful whether his record in the pa- 
rental line was ever equaled in Pennsylvania, 
and the cases where one man was the pro- 
genitor of a larger flock are extremely rare. 
He was a Gwarfed hunchback and not of pre- 
possessing appearance. He was born in Ber- 
lin, Germany, in 1816, and came to this coun- 
try in 1842, settling in Reading. Until his 
death he made a living by collecting and sell- 
ing rags, paper and iron. His remarkable 
familly history is part of the records of the 
Berks County Courts, it having been elicited 
a short time before his death while he was a 
witness in a law court. 

He was married frst in 1840. In eight years 
his wife bore him seventean children. The 
first and second years of their marriage she 
gave birth to twins. For four successive 
years afterward she gave birth to triplets. 
In the seventh year she gave birth to one 
child and a short time afterward she died. 
Of the seventeen children she left, the oldest 
was less than 8 years of age. Heffner en- 
gaged 4 woman to look after his large 
brood of babies, and three months later she 
became the second Mrs. Heffner. She pre- 
sented her husband with two children 
the frst two years of their married 
life. Five years after she had added ten 
more to the family, two atevery birth. The 
next three years were not so productive, the 
yield Deing only one each year. She died be- 
fore another year came round. Of the 32 
children John Heffner had been presented 
with up to 1859, 12 had died. The 20 that were 
left did not appear to be any obstacle to a 
young widow withone child consenting to 
become the third wife of the jolly little 
humpback—for me was known as one 
of the happlest and most genial 
men in Reading, although it Kept him 
tolling like a siave to keep his score of 
mouths in bread. The third Mrs. Heffner 
became the mother of nine children to her 
husband inten Nr andthe contentment 
and happiness of the couple were proverbial. 
How many more would have arisen to call 
him father is, of course, not known, for one 
day in the fall of 1885, while stilla vigorous 
man, the father of forty-one children 
was run down by a Reading rallroad 
locomotive and instantly killed. But 
for this sad ending of his life, it is impossible 
to estimate with any degree of certainity 
what the size of the little peddier’s family 
would eventually have been. His widow and 
a large number of his children are living in 
Reading and vicinity. They are all ity 
and respectable peopie.

IN GERMAN JAILS. 


— 


An American Traveler's Story of Injus- 
tice at the Hands of Frankfort Police. 


Mitton, Pa., April 26.—Walter W. McCor- 
mick of this place, son of the late Gen. ©. C. 
McCormick, has just reached Florence, Italy, 
after an experience of pwlice brutality in 
Frankfort so trying that the officers of the 
United States Government have been solic- 
ited to cure some recompense for his 
wrongs. 

„ Mr. McOormick had stayed over in Frank- 


fort on his way to Carlsbad. He writes that 
he was mistaken for Fred Hilliard, assistant 
cashier of the Chicago Tribune, an alleged 
fugitive emberzier, for whom the police 
were watching. According to the story 
which Mr. McCormick tells, he was locked up 
in a dark and damp dungeon, physically 
abused, and kept cold, 1 and half ciad 
in convict garb for ten days before he was 
permitted even to communicate with the 
United States Consul, 

„Hearing on the night of my arrival at 

Frankford, sald Mr. McCormick, that 
good music was to be heard in the Paim 
Garden, | went there and was soon spotted 
by two sharpers who tried to swindle me. I 
attempted to defend myself and the police 
immediately dragyed me off to the police 
station. They refused to call for an inter- 
preter. The sharpers declared that I had 
threatened to shoot them and I was taken 
for a confederate of two criminals who had 
lately been captured in Frankfort—Uurtin 
and 0’Connell—a suspicion founded on noth- 
ing, except that lam an American and had a 
pistol in my pocket. I was tagen to prison 
without being given a chance to exonerate 
myself. ‘The jailor told me to do something, 
don't know what, and because I could not 
understand I was knocked against the wall 
by a blow in the face, the marks of which I 
carried for several days. He then took me 
by the collar, led me through a corridor and 
threw mme into a dark room, where I bad to 
spendthe night in a cold, damp dungeon 
listening to the groans of some miserabie 
wretch who was chained to the wall. 
„In the mor ning lwas taken before the 
police judge. A giri interpreter heard my 
story and told it to the judge andl felt sure 
lehould be liberated. On the contrary, 1 
was taken back to my cell, wherea few 
hours later a man came to me and asked me 
in English all about myselfand my relations. 
I told him as much asIknew. But he said 1 
was aliar and thatI wasathief from Chi- 
cago whom they had been looking for. Then 
he left me. At moon he came dack and took 
me to some place where Il was asked some 
questions inthe presence of another man. 
‘hey hada long tak, which I didn’t under- 
stand, and then I wag taken back to my cell. 
I told him that I could prove that I was what 
I claimed to be, but he would not give mea 
chance. 

It was getting late and I had had nothing 
to eat. Isald Iwas and wanted a physi- 
clan, at which he laughed and answered, 
‘You want too much.’ I Was exhausted 
from want of food ana fell in afaint. I was 
then put to bed, where i remained that 
night. I beg@ed several times by signs and 
with what little German lcould command, 
that they send for the American Oonsul or 
give me paper. 

»The next morning I was given the money 
and valuables that had been taken from me, 
and I was taken toa court of justice, where 
I told my story through aninterpreter. ‘Ihe 
Judge believed it—so the interpreter saida— 
but said that I shouid haveto be tried bya 
bigher court. I asked for paper, or fora 
messenger to the United States Consul at my 
expense, but neither request was granted. 

was taken to another prison, where my 
money and valuables were taken from me 
again. I was putintoa cold room with no 
glass in the windows, and a cold wind biow- 
ing in, was made to stand before the open

MEN OR RACE HORSES NOT PERMITTED 
TO ENTER THE CITY. 


The East St. Louis Police Are Turn- 
ing Them Back-—Stalls and Bui'd- 
ings at the Denverside Race Track Or- 
dered Disinfected—-The County Physi- 
cian Vaccinating People—-News From 
East St. Louis. 


East St. Louis is quarantined against Madl- 
son on account of the smallpox at the latter 
place. The police here have strict instruc- 
tions to allow noone from Madison to enter 
the city. Several colored men who were 
walking twelve race horses from Madison 
to the East St. Louis track were 
stopped and turned back this morning. 
Special precautions have been taken to pre- 
vent the entrance into the city of persons or 
horses from Madison. The Mayor has issued 
an order forthe disinfection of all the bulld- 
ings and stalls at the Denverside 
race track here. He will probably 
issue @ general quarantine proclamation 
this afternoon. Dr. Eugene Thompson, 
county physician, has established a tempo- 
rary office in the City Hall and will vaccinate 
persons at the direction of Supervisor Kelley 
free of charge. 

A special election will be held in the Jones 
district May 12 to decide a proposition for the 
authorization of a school bond issue of $2,500.

A NUDE MANIAC 


Wrecks the Altar in a Philadelphia

The nude figure 
passed through the low gate of the sanctuary 
and stopped at the foot of the altar. He 
picked upa small mallet used in soundinga 
small gong, and eo to the left side of the 
altar viciously attacked a large statue of St. 
Ignatius which stood upon a pedestal. After 
badly shattering the statue he broke with one 
sweep of his mallet a tall paschal candle 
which stood near by, and then turned his at- 
tention to the altar. 

The two hofrified men inthe pews behind 
him had meanwhile run out, lustily crying 
forhelp. Sexton Luke, who was out in the 
courtyard, ran into the church, took in the 
situation ata glance, and ranout again in 
search of an officer. On Fourth street he 
found Policeman Maurice Murphy of the 
Ihird District, whom he quickly acquainted 
with the facts of the situation.

There Were Some Queer Doings Around 


the Banquet Board. 


From the Westminster. Review. 

Bread, milk, butter and cheese were the 
staple articles of food, Dread being the chief, 
„A 4omestic was termed a man’s ‘hiaf- 
Stan, or loaf-eater. A lady was 
a **hiaf-dig,’’ a loaf- giver. Bacon 
was the principal flesh food, and 


other meats were also salted. Hence 
bolling was the common form of cooking. 
They even bolled their geese. The knives of 
a late period resembled modern razors. One 
in the Cambridge Museum was labeled ‘‘A 
Roman Rasor. 

After dinner the cloth was cleared, hands 
were washed, as before the meal, and all 
commenced drinking. When King Edwy left 
the cup for the society of his newly made 
Queen, Dunstan forcibly dragged him back to 
the guests, because it was gross disrespect to 
leave off after dinner. Thecups were often 
of precious metals, curiously engraved and 
of much value, and were specially left in 
wills. The Abbey of Ramsey thus received 
from the Lady Ethelgiva ‘‘two silver cups for 
the use of the brethern ig the refectory, in 
order that while drink is ‘Served in them to 
the vrethernm at their repast my memory 
may be more firmly imprinted on their 
hearts. 

In piedging they always kissed. Story- tell 
ing and singing in the humbler gatherings 
were partaken dy turns. In this way 
Caedmon, the Anglo-Saxon Milton, was 
made aware of his poetical powers. 
Dancing was expressed by words mean 
ing hopping, leaping, and tumbling. It 
appears, therefore, to nave been a 
somewhat violent exercise. The mirth 
among the men was often coarse to obscenity, 
and scenes occurred inthe halls which may 
not be described. In some cases lands were 
granted to vassals on conditions which 
would degrade the roughest London coster- 
monger. The ladies modestly retired early 
from these orgies, which frequently ended in 
quarrels and bloodshed, and in their bower, 
which was a chamber built separate from the 
hall, amused themseives undisturbed by the 
Wassallers. 

The dower was furnished with a round 
table, stools and generally a bed. Chairs 
were for the great. The Ded was a sack filled 
witb straw and laid on a bench, hence the 
words bench and straw were commonly used 
for bed. When the bed was to be made they 
took the ded-sack out of the chest, filed it 
with fresh straw and laid it on the bench in 
a recess of the room, provided with a cur- 
tain. BedsteAads were rare and only used by 
people of rank.
